EDITORIAL NOTE. 



In the correspondence column of to-day 's Daily there appears a 
letter which seems to csprcss the unanimous opinion of thd students 
of McQill in a pointed fashion. By way of comment on this letter, 
wc may say that the reasons given in it for allowing the students to 
terminate their studies at the college on a .slightly earlier date than 
that set in the, calendar arc such as can not be with justice disre- 
garded 

All that is asked for by the undergraduates is that the appeal 
submitted by them be given a careful and sympathetic consideration 
by the authorities; if it then seems good to tho latter to refuse it, tlic 
students have no other course open to them but to submit. Never- 
theless, they feel that what they are asking for is not in any way un- 
i-easo'nable. It lias beon repeatedly brought to their notice that the 
coming election is an event of the most tremendous importance to 
all the people of Canada, and that it is. the plain duty of all thinking 
men to take the closest interest in it. If, therefore, Corporation de- 
cides that McQill men shall spend election-day at work in tiieir clas.s- 
rooms, the average student'is apt to feel somewhat perplexed. 

It should be remembered, too, when the lengthening of the holi- 
days consequent upon the granting of the petition is considered, tliat 
since the plan of holding the first term examinations in January 
has been adopted, the extent of these holidays has been considerably 
ïedueed. Lectures used to^.end about, the tenth of the.inoîith, there 
followed ^ few days of^ exams';'-^ and -then; the great majority of . the 
students were free to go home and spend their Christmas with their 
relatives. Now, there is no use atteriipting to criticize, whether fa- 
vourably or the reverse, a measurei which \yent into forcé long ago, 
but the purpose of our reference to the conditions existing proviôtis 
to the change is to point out that what the undergraduate body is 
presenting a petition for is not such an uniieard-of thing after, all. 

If the letter we print to-day represents the point of view of the 
whole student body (and we are convinced that it does), the peti. 
tion is surely worth the consideration of Corporation, even if the 
final decision is unfavourable. 



IN SOUTH-WEST AFRICA. 
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,, Another "Scrap of Paper." 

The facts above stated have thsir 
bearing on the trouble with the Ger- 
mans, ill which the present war in- 
volved thé Bastards'. Danger of eih- 
tanglement seemed at. first to be pro- 
eluded, by a letter -which they receiv- 
ed from Governor Seltz, pointing out 
that, the atruggle was one solely be- 
tween white nations, and enjoining 
their strict neutrality. No policy couid 
have suited them better. All their 
af'tnltios were with tho Government, 
and the people of the Capo. Tbey atlU 
regarded themselves; ■ so they told 
Sena:tor Schrelaer and myself, aa de

jure BrltlBh cltlaens, though de facte 
the Imperial Government, despite 
their rojieated appeals to be kept un- 
der tho flag, had oast them off, and 
evacualted the country, . in face of 
this desertion they had no' option bût 
to adopt theij^^cy. which was rtcom-' 
mended toJtfiCTKy Mr. Palgmve, the 
Cape ComâiÎMioner, ' namely, "turn 
their -coata according to the tlmea." 
and make the best; terms they could 
with the Queen's successor. 

Unfortunately, the resolution of the 
German Woat authorities to keep the 
Bastards out of the fighting did nai 
lust long. When General Botha In- 
vaded their country they saw that the 
days were numbered within wlilcH It 
ifoOM p$Ma Into British hands, and 
doubtlMM It was intolenible to them

to know that tho Bastards were Joy- 
fully looking forward td this event 
as a deliverance. How could thU 
people do anything else? Not only 
had the German Government broken 
its treaty in various. Ways, notablv 
by seizing a considérable tract of theic 
country, but it had shown by .several 
signs thai It was merely waiting Us 
opportunlfv to strip them of their 
whole independence. They had done 
It.s work In enabling It to break tho 
power of the tribes, and their own 
turn was now to come. Colonal 
Krancke, the military head of ths 
Protector.ate, summoned the Volksra;i.l 
to meet him at the Rehoboth siding 
on a certain Thursday In April, 1915. 
Mo there delivered the ultimatum that 
the bufghers were to asaunie charge 
of the men captured from the Union 
forces, and then prisoners at Uitdraai. 
The Volksraad diplomatlc&lly 'replied 
that It was considered In the Cape 
Colony that a white man could suffer 
no worse Insult than to l)e put in tSe 
keeping of coloured guards, and that 
they feared the worst reprisals should 
the troops of the Union prove victor- 
ious. Colonel Francko replied that H 
was for him, and fiot for them, to 
hold reckoning with possible consj- 
quences. and appointed the next Sat- 
urday to take their final answer. 
Again the members of the Volksraad 
rode over, stating that they were un- 
able to alter their decision. 'The Col- 
onel, not being prtesent on this -sec- 
ond occasion, got their reply by tele- 
gram. But events were, already mov- 
ing. A number of the burghers h.ad 
been previously 'cdthmandééred to 
nsHist the German forces. More- 
over, the Captain of the Bastards as- 
certained that the Volunteer Corps, or 
a portion of Jt, that had been called 
tp one of the railway stations had 
been taken, to Uitdraai, there to gukrd 
the British prisoners, the men no! 
understanding their de.itlnatlOn. It 
once the Captain sent them word tc 
desert, which they immediately acted 
upon. îleprisals by' the; Germans were 
not slow in' ïollowlng. • 

Réhbbeth Attacked. 

The desertion took place on the 
night of the jjitS^ofr. April. That 
same night OernwuTtroops entered the 
village of Rehoboth, fired several 
shots, and killed a burgher nameil 
Petrus Beuks. On the following day 
the people, having refused to give np 
their arms, were driven out of the 
village,' of which the Germans took 
possession, looting all the cattle, wag- 
gons, and hovsehold furniture that 
wore, left behind, ' Some pld -people, 
who could not escape, théy made prlii- 
oners of;- Thé Bastai^'da took up a 
position In A mountain itx' miles dis- 
tant. There they deceived oh the 
22nd of April an ultimatum from the 
Germans trttimattng that the Treaty 
of 18t5 was . to he Considered as brok- 
en, and that a state of war now ex- 
isted. The messenger' wis followed 
closely by the Qerinan troops, -who 
opened a fire, In which two horses of 
the Bastards were shot and two 
burghers wounded. On the 23rd a fur- 
ther engagement took place at Zwart- 
modder, where the Bastards had re- 
treated, and one of their men was 
wounded, but thdy otfsréâ n» great

The American price of gojd 
quality fresh fish is 127 of the Can- 
adian price. Milk is 110 per cent 
Lard and butter are practically tho 
same price oti the aveMkge fof the twv 
countries, bat the CansMllan consum- 
er Is paying less for obe«a«. Bread 
is very much cheaper In Canada, the 
U. 8. prtoea bting 147 Mm much as 
that ia the Dominion.. In. rolled oata, 
(oo. the Canadian purchaser buys 
much more cheaply. Othei; food com- 
modltieg On which the aVerag* Cian- 
adian retail priée la lowér than ths 
average AiArtcan retail prios are: 
rice, camted tomatoet, eitniM peaa 
dry beana, prunes, tea and potatoea. 
In buying po4atoee the V. 'B. con- 
sumer geta no more for I1.B7 than 
does the Canadian conaunier for an 
expenditure of fl. The American 
consumer has -an advantage in new 
laid eggs, canned com. and granulat- 
ed sugar, but the only food commod- 
ity In the list which he t>nys more 
cheaply la coffee, of which the Uni tod 
States price la 77 per cent, of the 
Canadian.

Rehobot.t),. which for thfl mqmept pos- 
sessed no defences but , Us , own ."scrap 
of paper," was without; doubt to ■ ne 
Aiado a miniature' Belgium. But Pro- 
.vidence- willed otherwise. The Bas- 
lards,, gathering, the rest of their fam- 
ilies, trekked to the west, where the 
highreld. drops down to the sandhcit 
of the coast, and there, in a mountain 
called Kerbur, they formed a laa^'^;r 
(n the shelter of which they placed 
their women and children, who num- 
bered about 2,000. They dlsp -icd their 
fighting men atnong the rocks rouii-J 
the laager, but they did not lie Idly 
In this position.. Their sco^t8 kept on 
the look-out -for this enemy, who, .)f 
course, was making his owii prépara- 
tiona^, .Advancing towards his ad- 
vance, they met a forcé of 200 Ge.-- 
miinS at A. place cabled Kéènorp. Kt- 
most before the latter knuv/ what 
was happening five of their number, 
including a lieutenant, la.v dead on 
the ground. The troops then retreat- 
ed, leaving the Bastards in po.sses.siun 
of a few horses and riflcH. with many 
hundreds of large and small stoc!-:. 
This reverse, as wn» to be expected, 
brought the

Into full play. In the next flg'it, 
which took place at a spot culled Ko- 
bos, they bayoneted three little na- 
tive boys; of about 14 years old. after 
capturing them. Here tliey scehi :o 
ftave gtOt rather the better of the 
BaStafdtf. who retreated towards tli'.'lr 
ÙUtger, a couple of their men having 
been wounded, and four liorsos. kill- 
ed. Two or three small encounters 
followed, \ with trifling loss to tho Bus.- 
tards. The Germans xyere now ap- 
preciating, from.-'a-jnew standpoint, 
(hoàé military qualities of this nation 
which 'their own officers had afore- 
tfmés so highly, praised in "them.. Tlie 
shooting, tho horsemanship, t\\e har- 
diness and yeldcraft- to -which they 
had been largely indebted for. their 
Conquests over. the native tribes, and 
for the saving of thou.sands of cas- 
uslties among the Kaiser's soldiers, 
were now turned against them, and 
they were maddened by the experi- 
ence. They went Into a laager of 
their own, choosing a alio named Oor- 
aorobes, near thé laager of ilic Ba,')- 
tards, and there the original 200 wore 
te^hforced by a party of 5C0, wlt!i 
big guns and Maxims. They mado 
ready to attach the bastard strong- 
hold, but in. this meantime, either be- 
cause their preparations were Incom- 
plete cf .hecn«B0 they could no long- 
er restrain their thirst for vengeance; 
an expedition of 400 visited the farm' 
of Captain pr President van Wyk. 
There they shot dead , his two ; sons, 
orte daughter, his aunt of 7,0, ai} in- 
sane brother and a boy 18 y'ears eld 
One boy of four, years old they shot 
dead'ln his mother's arms. At the 
same, time they burnt down the cap- 
tain's house, with all tho furniture, 
ili i waggons 1 and one cart, and took 
away with them about 76 horses, 200 
head of cattle, and 2,000 small stock. 
Loot, arson and murder — a com- 
prehensive piece of frighttulness. even

abotît 'that this 'hard-pressed folk, af- 
ter having ^Journeyed 4(0 miles , from 
à country where land was . grudged 
them, found themselves in an ampl* 
territory,' with the entire good^U of 
their neighbours.

'The Bas- 
tards say that in thè case of the Bor.'i 
Damaras, a tribe hardly less 'wild 
than the Bushmen, provocation us'^d 
to be given by murder as well ns 
theft. Cattle pests were sonictlnicji 
treachcrousfy attacked at nlfht, V^t 
Damaras creeping stealthily up tJ 
the sleeping guarfft, whom tlwy scIk?;! 
by the v^dplpe,- or 'whose eyes thc.v 
perhaps gmiged out. ■ Tho Hottbnto:i- 
under witbo'iiirand the Hererop, were 
mànliéf fSes, arid did not shrink fro:ri 
battle in th'è open. But these tribes 
hiwl firearms, 'and the Damaras only 
the prirt^itlvi- how ■ and arrow. What- 
ever thé cause of the bonfllcts, the 
horsemartiOiii) and good ..ehooting of 
the Bastards; addi^ to their share of 
the white miah's' brains' and endurance, 
Invariably gave theni the victory. 

. The Treaty With the Kalter. 

There have been few wars between 
.Europeans' and natives -in South Af- 
rica in which the former have no: 
had active assistance from' some of 
thé Bastard folic It is a tradition ot 
the latter when such wars are afoot 
always to take sides with the white 
man. Conformably to this principle 
of their race, the Bastards ot South- 
WeM Africa became the allies ot the 
GtetinaiiB r'^lii' th'eir ■ frequent native 
wan following on the estàbllshmei\t 
of . the- Kadsei'B Protetstorate. But 
Ihey appear.- to have done so on the 
footing of an Independent people, and 
with perfect freedom' to give their 
support or stand aloof as in each' case 
they'n^lgrfit. ileem wise. Their treaty 
in 1886' with the Kaiser, of which I 
^ave a copy before me, speaks of 'a 
general ehjojninent of protection and 
friendship as.Jbétweén the' former and 
the ''Indopeiniient chief of tlie Bas- 
tards, Captain Mermanus van Wylt.
